In the face of the deter­ 
mined control of Clerks Union 
Local 905 by the Clerks In­ 
ternational officers, two 
members of the local yester­ 
day circulated through the
United States mails a statement 
to all members, signed "Commit­ 
tee for Defense of Local 905 and 
Haskell Tidwell," critical of the 
international union officers and 
local members who brought 
charges which resulted in removal 
of Tidwell as secretary-treasurer 
of the union- last week.

Tidwell, tried by a board of five 
members named several weeks 
ago, was found guilty on charges 
which, according to international 
officers, bar him from holding 
office in the union. The findings 
of the trial committee were con­ 
firmed 251 to 181 last Thursday 
night by the union membership, 
it was reported.

Appropriate Action

union, denied comment, but said:

Bad Checks 
Flood Area, 
Police Say

Torrance merchants were thia 
week warned *of a vicious ring of 
phony check passers operating in 
thin arwa by Det Sgt, Percty B«n- 
nett of the Torrance Police dept.

Speaking before the businessmen 
at the Chamber of Commerce on 
Tuesday, Bennett urged them to 
take special caution in accepting 
checks from strangers. He de­ 
clared that a ring of "paper hang­ 
ers" that operates up and down 
the California coast recently 
struck Torrance merchants, pass­ 
ing a check for $69 in a local 
liquor store.

The bad check artists in the 
ring are highly skilled, using good, 
equipment to print fictitious pay­ 
roll checks against various com­ 
panies, some in the Torrance area, 
Sgt. Bennett said. The checks, h« 
asserted, are typewritten, counter­ 
signed, and overprinted with a 
check protector.

Los Angeles police have appre­ 
hended two suspects, but many of 
the ring-members are still oper­ 
ating here, he added.

Among the checks to be watched 
for are payroll checks drawn 
against American Can Co., Gen­ 
eral Engineering Co., Crane Veyor 
Corp.. Rich Steel Co.. Gabriel Box 
and Carton .Co.. Victor Electronic 
Co.. and the Johnson Testor Corp., 
according to the detective.
